Glenwood, Wis., July 22—Five hun­ 
dred employes of the Glenwood Manu­ 
facturing Oompsny struck this morn­ 
ing for higher wages. The state board 
of arbitration probably w ill be called 
on to settle the strike. 
Kenosha, July 22—The strike of one 
thousand men at the mattress and wire 
works was settled today. 
The men 
have had all their demands granted, 
including the restoration of w ages to 
the Seale in force before the panic. 
L ittle Rock, Ark., Ju ly 22.—T h ere is a 
possibility th a t the n ex t few w eeks m ay 
w itness the beginning of a stru g g le be­ 
tw een capital an d organized labor th a t 
will equal an y th in g of th e kind in the 
histo ry of the labor question 
in 
the 
southw est. 
The opposing forces in the 
prospective stru g g le are th e Gould sys­ 
tem of railw ay s an d its v a s t a rm y of 
employes. 
Briefly stated , there are in­ 
dications th a t the Gould system intends 
to a tte m p t to crush out all labor o rg a n ­ 
izations now o p eratin g on its property. 
A general order h as been isssued by J. 
A. Edison, su p erin ten d e n t of the Cot­ 
ton Belt Line, ab ro g a tin g the c o n tra ct 
w ith th e O rder of R ailw ay T ele g rap h ­ 
ers on Ju ly 28. This o rd er in itself a f­ 
fects ab o u t 400 men. T he reason given 
by Mr. E dson for the cancellation of 
th e ag reem en t w as th a t th e o rg a n iz a­

F o r this reason th ere is a v ery 
stro n g sen tim en t a m o n g all b ran ch es of 
ra ilro ad w orkm en in fa v o r of giving the 
C otton Belt op erato rs all th e support 
in their pow er in their present a n d pros­ 
pective difficulties. 
N e x t S u n d ay is 
th e tim e fixed for the cancellation of 
th e contract. 
T he railro a d h as so fa r 
show n no signs of receding from its 
position, an d the sen tim en t am o n g the 
o p erato rs is th a t a strik e is alm ost in­ 
evitable.

five 
miles 
n o rth e a st 
of 
here, 
w ere 
stopped w ith rifles in the h a n d s of I n ­ 
dian police. The police said the In d ian s 
had killed a w hite m an, his wife, an d 
child, and th a t tho. settlers had rallied 
and killed six Indians. 
A week ago w ord w as received a t the 
B annock agency, th irteen miles n o rth 
of here, th a t several h u n d red B annock 
an d Shoshone In d ian s had cam e in con­ 
flict w ith th e settlers, an d all the a v a il­ 
able In d ian police w ere sent out 
to 
bring the h u n te rs back. Y esterday the 
w a n d erers arriv ed once m ore on their 
reservation, b u t they are fa r from be­ 
ing in as peaceable a fram e of m ind 
as w hen they left, for in a w agon w ere 
the bodies of four dead bucks an d it is 
believed th a t th ere w ere bodies 
th a t 
w ere not found. 
I t h as been given o u t all along th a t 
only one In d ian w as killed, an d the 
trouble h as been m ade light of as much, 
as possible. T here are, how ever, serious 
fe ars th a t the silent red m en do not 
Intend to su b m it as peaceably as it now 
a p p e ars to th e killing of th eir w arriors. 
W h ite B ear, c a p ta in of the I n d iin po­ 
lice, a d m itte d th a t he b ro u g h t back the 
fo u r dead braves, a n d the trouble w as 
re g ard ed so seriously by In d ian A gent 
T ete rs th a t he w ent to assist in s ta r t­ 
ing the w a y w a rd h u n te rs home. 
T he ban d of betw een 200 an d 300 is in 
a surly mood. 
Of course, they ta lk lit­ 
tle to w hite men, b u t one of the b raves 
said they w ere only com ing to the re s­ 
erv atio n to get m ore am m ui\ition, an d 
then th ey w ere going back to kill the 
w hite men. 
T his an d sim ilar th re a ts fell on the 
hom ew ard m arc h h av e caused consid­ 
erable uneasiness am ong those in a u ­ 
thority, a n d unless the In d ian s re tu rn 
quietly to th eir hom es A gent T eters will 
request th a t the S eventeenth In fa n try , 
from F o rt Russell, a t Cheyenne, or the 
E ig h th C avalry, from Boise, be a t once 
sen t to this point. 
T h e settlers in the vicinity of the re­ 
cent trouble are very m uch d isturbed 
over the condition of affairs and m any 
of them are leaving their farm s to get 
n ea rer to civilization or a re b anding to­ 
g eth er for protection. T hey com plain 
m ost bitterly th a t the Indian h u n te rs 
h av e no respect 
w h a te v er for 
th eir 
rig h ts or property; th a t crops are tro d ­ 
den u n d er the feet of their ponies. 
T here has not been an Indian scare 
here 
since 
th e 
g host-dance 
trouble 
years ago. A lthough there is no ap p re ­ 
hension felt in this im m ediate vicinity 
th ere Is 
m uch uneasiness felt 
in the 
n o rth ea ste rn p a r t of the state, lest the 
w arriors, so

t, 
cannot

peaceably 
re strain ed in their 
present 
anger. 
T here are 1,800 B annock an d

The question und er discussion 
w as the C ongressional legislation 
of 
1873. 
Mr. Harvey' contended th a t the 
dem onetization 
ac t 
w as 
passed 
by 
fra u d and his opponent w arm ly de­ 
fended the action 
of 
Congress. 
Mr. 
H a rv e y asVed the question: 
“H ow dare y'ou, w hen Allison 
de­ 
clared the bill w as doctored an d H ol­ 
m an branded it h colossal swindle, say 
th a t it passed w ithout the least su s­ 
picion of its in te g rity ? ” 
F lu sh ed in the face Mr. H o rr sp ra n g 
up with im petuosity an d fairly shouted 
a t the audience: 
“The disease which you m en 
h ave 
got alw ays break s out by ru n n in g a t 
the m outh, ju st as you run. It is one of 
th e sym ptom s th a t a tte n d 
the 
silver 
cr..ze. 
If H arv ey here w a n ts to keep 
b a rk in g £«. th a t hole, let him still b a rk !” 
Mr. H a rv e y answ ered am id an 
o ut­ 
b u rst of g re at applause: 
“W hen you have failed to an sw e r this 
a rra ig n m e n t by a rg u m e n t you ca n n o t 
an sw e r it by ridicule! 
T he people will 
yet triu m p h over these m odern Bene­ 
dict A rnolds of A m erica!” , 
Mr. H a rv e y opehed tne d ay s pioce^a- 
ings w ith these w ords: 
“The debate so fa r is of value in this: 
It show s first, th a t gold an d silver is the 
m oney of the constitution. 
2. T h a t the 
silver dollar of 371 *4 grain s of pure sil­ 
v er w as the unit of value in our m one­ 
ta ry system an d reg u lated the other 
coins in our coinage system from 1792 
to 1873. 
3. 
T h a t silver an d gold in 
concurrent coinage was, until 1873, the 
s ta n d a rd and m easure of values of all 
other property' an d the basic principle 
of our m on etary system 
4. T h a t prior 
to 1873 when one m etal increased in ex­ 
change value over the o th er the debtor 
had the rig h t to pay in the 
cheaper 
m etal. 5. T h a t silver w as not dem one­ 
tized by the act of 1873 on account of 
the overproduction of silver. 
6. T h a t 
$143,000,000 of silver w as coined by our 
m ints prior to 1873.” 
He renew ed his ch a rg es of corruption 
am ong 
the 
m em bers of the U nited 
S ta tes congress, quoting from the of- 
fcial proceedings of congress to show 
th a t th ere w as an a tte m p t to pass the 
bill thro u g h the house w ithout its being 
read. 
Mr. H orr, defending the passag e of the 
bill, claim ed th a t the m easure had its 
b irth in the m o n etary conference in 
P a ris in June, 1867, which w as atten d e d 
by’ all the civilized n ations of the ea rth . 
H e said: “ They had m et together; they 
had discussed this question eight long 
day s o r sessions, an d then, w ith the ex­ 
ception of H olland, every one of them 
had declared in favor of the gold s ta n ­ 
dard. T he bill of 1873 sim ply carried out 
a resolution of all these civilized nations 
of the w orld.” 
Mr. H a rv e y reiterated his charges th a t 
the bill w as rushed thro u g h congress 
in an u n d erh an d way. H e finished: “ I 
now come n ea rer home for testim ony. 
T he Chicago T ribune of F e b ru a ry 23, 
1878, says: ‘In 1873-74, as it w as two 
y ears and m ore la te r discovered, the 
coinage of this silver dollar w as for­ 
bidden, and silver dollars were dem one­ 
tized by law. 
T his ac t w as done se­ 
cretly and stealthily, to the profound ig­ 
norance of those who voted for it, an d 
of the president who approved it; had, 
w ith o u t the know ledge of the country, 
rem oved one of the la n d m a rk s of the 
g o v ern m en t; had, u n d er cover of d a rk ­ 
ness, abolished the constitutional dollar 
an d had arb itra rily and to the im m ense 
in ju ry of the people added heavily’ to 
every form of indebtedness, public and 
p riv a te .’ ” 
Mr. H orr, a fte r sketching the history 
of coinage 
from 
its earliest 
stages, 
asked this question: 
“Now, B rother 
Harvey*. I w a n t you to explain to the 
A m erican people how it w as th a t silver

The M aria P. w as bound from N aples 
to L a P la ta. T here w as a crew of sev­ 
enteen an d the passengers num bered 
173. She w as calling here en ro u te to 
her destination. She w as en tering the 
Gulf of Genoa w hen she m et the Orti- 
gia, o u tw ard bound. 
T hey noticed each 
o th er only w hen a collision w as inevi­ 
table. 
T he bow of the O rtigia crashed into 
the sta rb o a rd side of the M aria P., pen­ 
e tra tin g six y a rd s and ripping up the 
M aria P. like m atchw ood. 
T he w a te r 
rushed in thro u g h the hole an d the M a­ 
ria P. san k in :hree m inutes. 
Tlpie m ajo rity of the passengers were 
asleep a t the tim e of the accident, and 
had no time to escape a fte r the a larm 
was given. 
T hey were engulfed with 
the vessel. 
The sky w as ov ercast a t the tim e of 
th e accident and th ere w as little sea. 
Both ca p ta in s were asleep, an d T hird 
Officer Revello w as on w atch on the 
O rtigia, and Second Officer D ’Angelo 
w as on w atch on the M aria P. 
The 
O rtigia w as going a t the ra te of eleven 
miles an h o u r and the M aria P. a t 
eight miles. E ach vessel saw the lights 
of the o th er and continued on its proper 
course till the m istake was m ade (it is 
not established by whom) which placed 
the M aria P. broadside to the O rtigia. 
T h ird Officer Revello of the O rtigia 
saw the d an g e r an d ordered the engines 
reversed. B ut the order cam e too late. 
T he O rtigia stru c k the M aria P., m aking 
and enorm ous gap in h er side. 
All the boats of th e O rtigia were low­ 
ered an d the crew s rescued all whom 
they could of the survivors. 
C ap tain F e rra ra , who w as saved, said 
th a t he w as sleeping in his cabin w hen 
he w as aw akened by' cries an d shouts 
an d a g re a t noise. H e rushed o u t upon 
the deck and saw the O rtigia backing 
off, while his own ship w as sinking. 
Seeing th a t all w as lost, he jum ped into 
the sea, w here he w as picked up by th e 
O rtig ia’s boat. T hey lost everything. 
Second Officer D ’Angelo of the M aria 
P., who w as on w atch on th a t ship w hen 
she w as stru c k by t i e O rtigia, w as 
drowned. 
A m ong the saved is a child 8 years old, 
who is th e only su rv iv o r of a fam ily of 
seven who w ent down w ith the ill-fated 
ship. 
T he O rtigia rem ained on the spot until 
6 o’clock, in order to pick up the s u r­ 
vivors. 
She rescued fourteen of the 
crew an d tw enty'-eight of the p assengers 
of the M aria P. 
T he O rtig ia’s bow w as sm ashed for 
a space of tw elve feet along the w a te r 
line. T here is som e com m ent upon the 
fact, brought to m ind by the disaster, 
t h a t the O rtigia once collided on the 
sam e spot w ith the F ren c h steam e r On- 
cle Joseph. 
A t the conclusion of the sittin g of the 
C h am b er at Rom e the m in ister of m a ­ 
rine announced the new s of the dis­ 
a s te r in the m idst of a profound sensa­ 
tion, ad d in g th a t an officer, a seam an, 
sto k er and 141 passengers on the M aria

The cochineal insect is a fat, dark, 
spherical little creature, looking like a 
black currant, and with neither head, 
legs nor tail to the casual observer. In 
fact, he is so inanimate that anyone 
may squash him between finger and 
thumb without any qualms 
of 
con­ 
science. He is nothing but a black cur­ 
rant, sure enough, though the bright 
carmine or lake exusion from his body, 
■which serves him for blood and us for 
dye, is a better color than the juice of 
the currant. It was the cultivation of 
these pleasant little individuals which, 
more than a score of years ago, put no 
less than 40 per cent per annum upon 
investments into the pockets of the cul­ 
tivators. Such prosperity was too good 
to last. The insect was not introduced 
into Teneriffe until 1825, and for a time 
j it could not be encouraged to propa- 
. genie successfully. 
A priest had 
the 
honor of being the discoverer of the 
right method of nurture, and to him 
it is due that from 1845 to 1865 an an­ 
nual crop of from two to six million 
pounds of cochineal was produced. A 
cochineal plantation has 
a singular 
aspect. 
The larvae, being very deli­ 
cate and rather thick-witted, have to 
be tied upon the cactus plant, which is 
to be their nursery and their nourish­ 
ment at the same time. Thus one sees 
hundreds of the shoots of the prickly 
pear—the cactus in question—all ban­ 
daged with white linen. 
In this way 
the insects keep warm and dry during 
the winter and induced to. adhere to

The textile organs give place to Dr. 
Knecht’s observations on the philoso­ 
phy and principles of dyeing, as re­ 
cently set forth, emphasis being made 
on the well-known fact that various 
color solutions rise with a different 
speed and to a different height through 
the medium of inserted strips of filter 
paper, the difference being, in fact, so 
marked that a system of analysis has 
been built upon it. So, it is reasoned, 
a J.-op of acqueous solution spreads on 
a sheet of filter paper, forming a blotch 
surrounded by a colorless halo; the lat­ 
ter, surrounding a dot of magenta, be­ 
ing found to contain about half of the 
total hydrochloric acid present in the 
dyestuff, the fact of a chemical disso­ 
ciation thus being evident. This disso­ 
ciation, according to Dr. Knecht, is be­ 
forehand attributed to the chemical ac­ 
tion of the cellulose, and in juxtaposi­ 
tion is placed the well-known fact that 
a solution of tannic acid and magenta 
may be mixed without precipitation, 
while tannin-mordanted cotton in the 
same bath will be at once charged with 
a color lake; further, as the phenome­ 
non with the colorless halo does not 
take place with alcoholic nor concen­ 
trated aqueous color 
solutions, 
the 
water is supposed to actually dissoci­ 
ate dye haze and mineral acid, but the 
presence of cellulose is required to up­ 
set the equilibrium that existed up to 
then.

L on don “World** E xp lain s th e O rigin o f 


B o g u s N oblem en 
The London World in an article on 
foreign “nobility” says: In France it 
is extremely difficult to draw a hard- 
and-fast line between those titles w hich 
are genuine and those which are not. 
The utmost which can be done is to 
classify them as 
“old,” “new,” 
and 
“doubtful.” 
This uncertainty 
clearly 
opens a road to the adventurer. 
He 
must take care not to assume too high a 
rank or to adopt a name which is too 
well known or already belongs to some 
historic family. But if he is content to 
name himself after some orchard 
in 
Perigord or Anjou and to style himself 
no more than Baron or Vicomte he may 
almost defy exposure, even though he 
do not escape suspicion. In Italy there 
is a well-defined list of old Roman, Nea­ 
politan, Piedmontese, and Tuscan fam­ 
ilies. But there is also the considera­ 
tion that it is not so many years ago 
that the minor grades of nobility might 
be obtained by purchase. The republic 
of San Marino raises a regular revenue 
by the sale of titles which possess 
a 
very apparent Italian origin. In Aus­ 
tria up to quite recently the rank of 
Baron was sold to all who would pay 
the price. In the minor states of Ger­ 
many and in Prussia, before the for­ 
mation of the German empire, a very 
considerable proportion of 
the crea­ 
tions of the present century were pur­ 
chased. The innumerable Jewish baron­ 
ies, with curious hybrid names, which 
are found all over Western Europe, are 
the result of “transfers” by needy mon­ 
archs to wealthy financiers. 
In Bel­ 
gium and Holland the same practice 
has prevailed to a greater or s1 .aller ex­ 
tent, and the little republic cr Andorra 
still drives a continuous trade in pat­ 
ents of nobility. Even the f. andeeship 
of Spain has been recruiter with self­ 
made men by this means. 
In order, 
therefore, to differentiate the real head 
of 
cousin 
from the adventurer who has made a 
fortune by successful 
swindling and 
adopted a title of his own free will as a 
social passport, ij^ might be necessary 
to search through 
many 
ponderous 
tomes wiiich only a skilled genealogist 
would know where to find and how* to 
use.

T he Use o f 
F eat. 
T he peat-bed is the em bryo coal field. 
If peat-beds could rem ain undisturbed, 
they would, in time, be tran sfo rm ed into 
m ineral coal. T hey are composed of the 
roots of p lan ts w hich grow very rapidly, 
interlacin g and m a ttin g them selves u n ­ 
til they are alm ost like a solid m ass. 
T hese roots die out below, b u t the top 
lay ers are the crow ns from which the 
new grow th springs ev ery year. 
N a t­ 
u ra lly w hen they have rem ained for a 
long tim e unm olested, the layer of roots 
becomes enorm ously thick. P e a t is usa 
in alm ost all of the countries of E urope 
for fuel. 
R ecent investigations by the 
D e p a rtm e n t of S tate assu re us th a t the 
cultivation of this p lan t and its utiliza­ 
tion would be of the g re a te st a d v a n ta g e 
to the poor who h av e to depend upon 
coal for h e a tin g purposes. 
W hen p eat 
is d u g by those who u n d e rsta n d its val 
ue, the top layer is taken off an d ca re­ 
fully p u t aside. T he root grow th is th en 
cu t out an d the sod is replaced an d 
pressed down to be ready for grow th the 
next season. 
It is often the case th a t 
u n d er the top layers there will be found 
a q u a n tity of root-stalks, leaves, an d 
som etim es tru n k s of trees. 
T his be­ 
com es quite solid an d is called peat- 
fiber. Below this there is a black, p itch y 
com pound th a t in some instances, w hen 
it has long been in position, m ay be cut 
sm oothly, show ing a surface alm ost like 
w ax. This is the m ost v aluable p a rt of 
the peat, an d gives out a trem endous 
h e a t an d a good deal of black smoke. 
; P e a t bogs m ust be drained an d careful- 
i ly m an ag ed in order to yield the best 
! results. P e a t is cut out in blocks, and is 
som etim es pressed or molded into shape.
